corresponding week of last year. 

In the towns taken individually the death-rate for the week ranged 
from 28°9 in Falkirk, 28-0 in Greenock, and 26°6 in Perth, to 12:7 in 
Kilmarnock, 12°9 in Clydebank, and 13-8 in Motherwell. In Hamilton it 
was 25°7; in Kirkcaldy, 24:3; in Leith, 20-7; in Aberdeen and in Ayr, 
20°2; in Edinburgh, 19°'8; in Dundee, 19-7; in Glasgow, 19:1; in Paisley, 
17-8; and in Coatbridge, 17-7. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 
13 to 18 of the Table, numbered 64. They are 13 fewer than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 
1-4 per thousand. These deaths include 24 from measles, 11 from scarlet 
fever, 7 from whooping-cough, 14 from diphtheria, and 8 from the diarrhwas 
of childhood. No deaths were registered from enteric fever. Compared 
with the returns for the previous week, deaths from scarlet fever are 9 
fewer, from diphtheria 5 fewer, from the diarrhoeas of childhood 4 fewer, 
and from enteric fever 1 fewer, while those from measles number the same, 
and those from whooping-cough are 6 more. Relatively high death-rates 
from these causes occurred in Hamilton (6°8), in Greenock (5:3), and in 
Falkirk (3:0). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 208. They 
are 3 fewer than in the previous week, but 39 more than in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 139. They 
are 8 more than in the previous week, but 44 fewer than in the correspond- 
ing week of last year. Death of persons of over sixty-five numbered 274. 
They are 19 more than in the previous week, and 93 more than in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 38. They are 21 more 
than in the previous week, and 2 more than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
36°°8, being 0°°3 below that for the previous week, and 3°:2 below that 
for the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°76 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotiand, which collectively have 
an estimated population of 2,345,500, there were registered during 
the week ending 25th December 1915 the births of 964 living 
children, the deaths of 773 persons, and 319 marriages. These deaths 
include those of 53 persons whose usual residence was outwith the town of 
registration, but exclude those of 45 persons with usual residence in 
these towns but dying elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 8, falls 
to be deducted to get the corrected number of deaths of the week, which 
is thus found to be 765. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 21:4 per 
thousand, and the equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, is 17:0 per 
thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°6 less than that of the previous week, 
0-7 less than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 0°3 less 
than that of the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate of the 
week is 2°7 less than that of the previous week, 3°3 less than the 
mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 1:0 less than that of the 
corresponding week of last year. 

In the towns taken individually the corrected death-rate of the week 
varied from 25°4 in Greenock, and 23°5 in Perth, to 10°8 in Hamilton, 11:5 
in Kirkcaldy, and 12-4 in Ayr. In Coatbridge the weekly death-rate was 
18°9; in Dundee, 18:8; in Motherwell, 18°8; in Kilmarnock, 18-4; in 
Aberdeen, 18:3; in Glasgow, 17:0; in Falkirk, 16-7; in Edinburgh, 15°5; 
in Clydebank, 15:2; in Paisley, 14:9; and in Leith, 13-6. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 
13 to 18 of the Table, numbered 50. They. are 14 fewer than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 
1-1 per thousand. These deaths included 1 from enteric fever, 16 from 
measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 8 from diphtheria, 
and 11 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns of 
the previous week, deaths from measles are 8 fewer, from diphtheria 
6 fewer, and from whooping-cough 5 fewer, but those from enteric fever 
and scarlet fever are both 1 more, and those from the diarrhceas of child- 
hood are 3 more. Relatively high death-rates from these causes occurred 
e ee (4:7), in Hamilton (4°1), in Greenock (3°3), and in Ayr 
3°1). 


Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 155. They 
are 53 fewer than in the previous week, and 20 fewer than in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 131, and of 
persons of over sixty-five, 209. The former are 8 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 26 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 
The latter are 65 fewer than in the previous week, but 10 more than in 
the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 28. They are 10 fewer 
than in the previous week, and 8 fewer than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
39°-0, being 2°:2 above that for the previous week, and 6°:0 above that 
for the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°32 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotiand, which collectively have 
an estimated aggregate population of 2,345,500, there were registered 
during the week ending lst January 1916 the births of 991 living 
children, the deaths of 782 persons, and 854 marriages. These deaths 
include those of 56 persons whose usual residence was outwith the town of 
registration, but exclude those of 56 persons with usual residence in 
these towns,but dying elsewhere in Scotland, and the corrected number 
of deaths for the week is thus found to be 782. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 22°0 and the equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, is 17°4. 

The birth-rate for the week is 0°6 above that for the previous week, 
and 0:2 above the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, but is 
3°0 below that for the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate 
for the week is 0:4 above that for the previous week, but is 1:1 below 
the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, and 3°1 below that for 
the corresponding week of last year. 

In the towns taken individually the death-rate for the week ranged 
from 28°0 in Greenock, 27:0 in Hamilton, and 24°8 in Coatbridge, to 7°6 
in Falkirk, 10°5 in Clydebank, and 11:8 in Perth. In Motherwell it 
was 22°6; in Aberdeen, 22°5; in Leith, 18-8; in Edinburgh, 18°4; in 
Dundee, 17-9. in Glasgow, 15-9 . an Paisley, 15° ; in Kirkcaldy, 12°8; in 
Kilmarnock, 12:7; and in Ayr, 12°4. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 
13 to 18 of the Table, numbered 74. They are 24 more than in the 
previous week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 
1°6 per thousand. These deaths include 26 from measles, 21 from scarlet 
fever, 5 from whooping-cough, 11 from diphtheria, and 11 from the 
diarrhceas of childhood. No deaths were registered from enteric fever. 
Compared with the returns for the previous week, deaths from enteric 
fever are 1 fewer, while those from the diarrhceas of childhood number the 
same, but those from whooping-cough and from diphtheria are each 3 more, 
from scarlet fever, 9 more, and from measles, 10 more. Relatively high 
death-rates from these causes occurred in Hamilton (8:1), in Coatbridge 
(5:9), and in Greenock (4:7). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 155. They 
number the same as in the previous week, but are 55 fewer than in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 121, and of 
persons of over sixty-five, 216. The former are 10 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 56 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 
The latter are 7 more than in the previous week, but 11 fewer than in 
the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 32. They are 4 more 
than in the previous week, but 10 fewer than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
41°:8, being 2°°8 above that for the previous week, and 5°°5 above that 
for the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfali was 1-40 inch. 
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
